When exposed to the light and sv'n
especially to the hot summer sun. the
rubber will dry out, harden and the
eéfficiency and life of the tire will be
firpaired As a protection from light,
when held in stock by a dealer or car
ried as an extra by the user, Lires are
wrannped in paper—this alsoc serves 1o
jrecerve the shape of the tire. It js
recommmended that the paper wrapper
be lelt on extra tires, or, if the paver
Ve removed, it is a good plan to put
the tires into service for a short time
until the ruhber becomes soiled—fiil
ing the pors and covering with a thin
coating of dirt will have a preserva
tive effe.t.

Tires should not be kept in a warm
place for any great length of time,
light and heat will eausa the sulphur
to comwre to the surface and make the
rubber mwinute'y porous. After “gum
checking’ cr oxidat’'rn takes p'ace
the nerve or fiver of the rubber is de
stroverd, with crnsequent effect upon
the flexibility and durability.
